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To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Health  Committees 
Mr0  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I  have  the  honour  to  present  the  report  for  the  year  1948;  a 
year  which  has  shewn  many  changes  in  the  administrative  structure  of  both 
the  local  and  national  health  services » 

These  changes  involved  the  dissolution  of  the  Craven  Combined 
Sanitary  District  after  an  existence  of  sixty-sevon  years,  and  its 
replacement  by  a  scheme  of  divisional  administration  operated  in 
conjunction  with  the  West  Riding  County  Council.  Under  this  scheme, 
the  urban  districts  of  Silsden,  Skipton,  Earby  and  Bamoldswick,  and  the 
rural  district  of  Skipton,  possess  a  whole-time  Medical  Officor  of 
Health  who  is  also  responsible  for  the  health  services  operated  by  the 
County  Council  in  the  same  area,  including  the  school  health  services* 

It  can  bo  stated  that  the  divisional  administration  system 
is  an  undoubted  success,  and  is  now  being  adopted  by  other  counties 0 
It  has  resulted  in  a  closer  integration  of  the  services  providod  by  the 
County  Council  and  the  Local  Authorities,  and  has  enabled  mo  to  include 
in  this  report,  information  on  all  health  services  now  available  in  the 
district,  whether  operated  by  the  Local  Authority  or  by  the  Local  Health 
Authority  (the  County  Council),  and  to  present  an  annual  report  of 
groat or  intorost  and  value  than  was  possible  heretofore. 

Tho  report  shews  that,  apart  from  the  infantilo  mortality 
rato  and  the  incidenco  of  moaslos,  tho  health  of  tho  district  was 
generally  satisfactory,  Rcfcronco  to  theso  matters  is  made  under  tho 
appropriate  soctions. 

I  should  liko  to  tako  this  opportunity  of  thanking  tho 
Chairman  and  Members  of  tho  Council,  tho  Clerk  and  other  Officials, 
and  tho  staff  of  tho  Department  for  thoir  kindness,  and  courtoous 
assistance  throughout  tho  year.

Tho  "birth  rato  of  17.0  is  little  below  the  average  of 
18*5  for  tho  Administrative  County  and  17*9  for  England  and  Wales* 

Deaths. 

The  death  rate  was  12 .9  compared  with  lle3  for  the 
Administrative  County,  and  10.8  for  England  and  Wales. 

Tho  causos  of  death  in  order  of  numerical  importance 

were 

1.  Heart  diseases, 

2.  Intra  cranial  vascular  lesions, 

3.  Cane or  and 

4.  Tuberculosis  of  the  respiratory  system. 

Infant ilo  Mortality. 

A  rato  of  48  compares  unfavourably  with  39  for  tho 
Administrative  County  and  34  for  England  and  Wales.  Investigation  of  this 
rato  shows  that  all  tho  infants  died  within  24  hours  of  birth,  with  tho 
exception  of  ono  which  died  at  tho  end  of  a  week*  Those  noo-natal  deaths 
prosent  a  problem  which  is  difficult  to  doal  with  in  the  light  of  our  present 
medical  knowledge  but  one  on  which  research  is  boing  undertaken  on  a  national 
scale.  Apart  from  this  problem  it  is  gratifying  to  know  that  not  a  single 
baby  died  once  it  had  passed  tho  nco-natal  stago. 

Maternal  Mortality. 

There  wore  no  deaths  from  puerperal  sepsis  and  other  maternal 
causos  during  tho  yoar,  whoroas  in  the  Administrative  County  there  woro  1.15 
d.oaths  por  1,000  livo  and  still  births.

Services  for  tho  Area. 


1.  Staff. 


Full  details  of  the  Department  are  given  at  tho  beginning  of 
this  report. 

2.  Ambulanco  Servico. 


Two  ambulancos  aro  availablo,  boing  oporated  by  tho  St.John’s 
Ambulance  Brigado  on  an  agency  basis  for  tho  West  Riding  County  Council, 
ponding  the  establishment  of  an  Ambulanco  Depot  in  the  town. 

An  anbulanco  is  provided  by  Morton  Banks  Isolation.  Hospital 
for  the  removal  of  casos  of  infectious  disoaso. 

3.  Homo  Nursing. 

Two  wholo-timo  nursos  doal  with  casos  in  Skipton  and  tho  neigh¬ 
bouring  villages.  It  is  the  intention  to  provide  thoso  nursos  with 
cars,  and  this  vail  cut  out  much  timo  and  effort  which  is  at  present 
wastod  in  travelling  from  caso  to  case. 

4.  Midwifory  Servico. 


Tho  County  Council  employs  two  whole-time  domiciliary  midwivos 
in  Skipton  and  district,  and  both  aro  trained  to  givo  Gas  and  Air 
Analgesia, 

During  the  year,  tho  Midwivos  attended  50  confinements,  oithor 
as  midwife  or  maternity  nurse. 

When  circumstances  contra-indicate  confinement  at  home, 
accommodation  is  provided  at  the  Skipton  and  District  Hospital, 
the  Langroyd  Maternity  Home  and  tho  St.  John’s  Hospital,  Keighley. 

Tho  Skipton  Maternity  Homo  is  also  available;  its  conversion  from 
an  Isolation  Hospital  being  completed  in  November. 

Tho  demand  for  maternity  hospital  accommodation  continues  to 
incrcaso.  Since  the  5th  July  it  has  been  free  of  all  cost,  but  over¬ 
crowding  and  tho  inability  to  obtain  help  for  confinements  at  home, 
compels  many  mothers  to  seek  hospital  accommodation  when  they  might 
otherwise  remain  at  homo. 

5.  Homo  Help  Servico. 

This  has  not  been  very  successful,  nor  is  it  likely  to  bo  so 
long  as  full  onploynont  for  women  exists  in  more  attractive 
occupations  and  trades. 

When  moro  home  helps  aro  available  and  conditions  permit  of  tho 


expansion  of  this  scheme,  tho  sorvico  should  help  to  roduco  tho  demand 
for  hospital  accommodation  and  oaso  tho  difficulties  of  many  agod  and 
ailing  pcoplo. 

Health  Visiting. 


Ono  whole-tino  hoalth  visitor  has  boon  employed  in  tho  district 
throughout  tho  yoar,  assisted  for  periods,  by  a  student  health  visitor, 
and  a  part-time  school  nurso.  During  tho  yoar  1,399  visits  woro  mado, 
details  of  which  arc  shewn  bolows-

Tho  responsibility  for  providing  diagnostic  and  troatnont 
facilities  for  tuberculosis  passed  fron  tho  County  Council  to  tho'Leods 
Rogional  Hospital  Board,  following  tho  introduction  of  tho  National 
Hoalth  Sorvico  Act,  but  tho  County  Council  still  provides,  a  hoalth 
visitor  for  the  tuberculosis  sorvico,  and  tho  Medical  Centre  at  54, 
Koighloy  Road,  Skipton,  remains  opon  on  Monday  and  Friday  mornings. 

Tho  shortago  of  Sanatorium  bods  persists  and  casos  recommended  for 
troatnont  nay  havo  to  wait  sono  months  boforo  thoy  can  bo  admitted. 
Although  similar  doficicncios  oxist  throughout  tho  country,  it  is  nono 
tho  loss  a  vory  rogrottablo  stato  of  affairs.  Action  has  boon  taken 
to  assist  tho  tuberculous  with  housing  difficulties,  and  thoy  aro 
providod  with  ancillary  bonefits  and  rehabilitation  as  required. 

9.  Vonoroal  Disoasos. 

Notification  of  thoso  disoasos  is  not  made  to  tho  Medical  Officer 
of  Hoalth,  but  tho  County  Vonorcologist  has,  sinco  tho  1st.  July,  boon 
ablo  to  provide  certain  statistics,  Tho  number  of  casos  fron  tho 
district  attonding  troatnont  contros  during  tho  half  yoar  was  £3,  but 
in  only  8  eases  was  tho  diagnosis  confirmed., 

Facilities  for  diagnosis  and  troatnont  aro  available  at  tho 
Keighley,  Leeds  and  Bradford  Hospitals.  In  addition,  cortain  general 
nodical  practitioners  provido  a  modifiod  sorvico.  Tho  County  Council 
employs  a  social  workor  to  follow-up  casos  and  contacts  whon  roquirod. 

10.  Laboratories. 


Tho  laboratory  at  County  Hall,  Wakefield,  continues  to  provido  a 
sorvico  which,  whilst  ontiroly  satisfactory  in  most  respects,  must 
often  bo  at  a  disadvantage  when  spocinons  havo  to  bo  sent  by  post. 

Thoroforo,  arrangements  were  nado  with  tho  Bradford  laboratory 
for  tho  examination  of  certain  specimens,  including  wator  and  ice- 
croan. 


Tho  assistanco  given  by  the  Directors  of  both  laboratories  has 
boon  greatly  approciatod. 

11.  Spocial  Clinics. 

Bar,  No so  end  Throat,  and  Orthopaodic  Clinics  aro  held  at  tho 
Skipton  and  District  Hospital,  attondod  by  specialists  on  tho  hospital 
staff,  to  whom  casos  aro  roforrod  by  tho  school  and  child  wclfaro 
centre  nodical  officors. 

Acknowlodgomont  must  also  be  mado  of  tho  hospital  committco’s 
co-oporation  in  providing  X-ray,  ultra-violot  light  and  physiothorapy 
sorvicos . 


10, 


Dr »  Bums,  tho  School  Ophthalmologist,  has  hold  clinics  at 
Skipton  ovory  fortnight  throughout  the  yoar.  The  majority  of  childron 
roforrod  to  him  have  boon  found  to  roquiro  spectacles  and  have  "boon 
supplied,  free  of  cost. 

It  is  a  plcasuro  to  roport  that  two  now  clinics  wero  established 
towards  the  end  of  the  yoar  at  tho  Divisional  Health  Office,  Thoso

SEWERAGE,  DRAINAGE  MD  SANITARY  WORK; 

Tho  Enginoor  and  Surveyor  of  tho  Council  is  the  official  responsible 
for  the  supervision  of  tho  sewage  disposal  works.  Tho  methods  of  treatment 
were  satisfactory,  and  no  complaints  of  pollution  came  to  tho  notice  of  tho 
department • 

Tho  Sanitary  Inspectors  superviso  all  new  and  roconstructcd  works 
carried  out  on  private  and  public  sewers,  and  private  drains,  other  than 
those  for  which  tho  Council  is  responsible  for  maintaining  under  tho 
provisions  of  the  Public  Health  Act,  1936.  Thoso  arc  under  tho  supervision 
of  tho  Engineer  and  Surveyor. 

Tho  Inspectors  mado  two  hundred  and  twenty-seven  visits,  for  tho  purposo 
of  testing  for  defects  in  existing  sowers  and  drains;  inspecting  now  drainage 
work  and  sanitary  fittings.

Thoso  aro  under  the  control  of  tho  Rivers  Board.  Thoro  woro  no  instances 
of  pollution  observed  or  any  complaints  received. 
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ISFUSS  COLLECTION  MD  DISPOS AL. 

Tho  colloction  and  disposal  of  donestic  and  trade  refuse  is 
carried  out  by  employees  of  tho  Council,  undor  the  supervision  of  the 
department. 


Tho  nunbor  of  mon  engaged  on  tho  work  is  eleven,  and  the  refuse  is 
removed  by  throe  "Karrior  Bantam"  vehicles,  each  having  a  capacity  of  sovon 
cubic  yards. 


A  survoy  was  mado  of  the  whole  of  the  refuse  collection  service. 
During  collections  a  record  was  made  of  tho  tines  of  loading,  tipping,  and 
tho  number  of  dustbins  and  ashpits  emptied,  in  oach  district  of  tho  town.  A 
report  was  made  to  tho  Hoalth  Committoo  of  tho  Council  on  tho  findings  of 
the  survoy.  As  a  result,  it  was  decided  that  the  area  should  be  divided  into 
throe  collection  districts,  and  one  vchiclo  with  a  driver  and  two  loaders 
should  bo  allocatod  to  each  district.  Further,  that  ono  workman  on  oach 
district  should  be  appointed  leader  of  the  team,  and  rccoivo  a  plus  rato  of 
six  shillings  per  wcok.  This  schono  has  proved  a  success,  and  there  is  no 
doubt  that  it  has  generally  improved  tho  sorvico. 

At  certain  times  of  the  year  it  was  impossible  to  keep  up  regular 
collections,  owing  to  reduced  staff,  absonco  of  workman  owing  to  sickness, 
and  latterly, to  tho  reduced  working  week. 

A  now  "Karrior  Bantam"  vehicle  is  on  order,  and  when  delivered 
it  is  intonded  to  rotain  ono  vehicle  for  relief  work  during  tho  winter  months. 

Controlled  tipping  is  in  operation  on  land  situated  off  Carloton 
Road  and  Ings  lane.  There  is  also  a  tip  on  Shortbank  Road,  which  is  only  usod 
for  tho  disposal  of  dye  and  contractors’  refuso. 

Eighty-oight  ashpits  wore  replaced  by  one  hundred  and  fifty-eight 
dustbins,  and  the  refuse  accommodation  at  tho  end  of  the  year  was  as  follows: 
969  ashpits  and  2,997  dustbins. 

Trado  Refuse: 

A  quarterly  charge  is  mado  for  tho  colloction  of  refuse  from 
business  premisos,  and  a  special  tipping  chargo  is  made  for  trado  refuse 
depositod  on  tho  Council’s  tips. 

Salvago : 

In  March,  April  and  May  the  department  organised  a  special  drive 
for  wasto  paper o  Special  collections!  wero  mado  in  oach  district  of  the  town, 
and  suitable  advortisomonts  wero  inserted  in  the  local  press,  giving  the  times 
of  collections.  To  further  stimulate  the  drive  a  radio  amplifier  was  usod  in 
tho  town  prior  to  the  collection  times.  Tho  collections  during  this  period 
wero  increased  by  over  200  per  cent  on  the  corresponding  months  of  tho  previous 
yoar,  and  there  has  since  been  a  marked  improvement  in  tho  salving  of  wasto 
paper. 
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In  February,  a  bonus  scbono  was  introduced,  and  it  was  docidod  to 
pay  tho  workmen  engaged  on  this  work  25  per  cent,  of  the  income  received  by 
the  Council,  in  any  calendar  year,  over  and  abovo  the  sum  of  £550. 

To  increase  the  carrying  capacity  of  the  refuse  vohicles,  and  to 
encourage  tho  separation  of  salvago,  a  trailer  was  providod  for  one  vohicle, 
and  a  further  two  trailers  wero  ordered. 

Since  1946,  thcro  has  been  a  steady  increase  in  the  quantity  of 
salvago  collected.  During  tho  year  1948  tho  total  income  was  £831,10.9., 
compared  with  £618.14.3.  in  1947,  and  £492.5.3.  in  1946*

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RODENT  CONTROL. 

The  Council  is  responsible  for  this  work  under  the  provisions  of  the 
Rats  and  Mice  Distinction  Act,  1919,  and  the  Infestation  Order,  1943. 

A  lO^b  test  of  the  sewer  manholes  was  made.  Seventeen  manholes  were 
pro -baited  with  sausage  rusk,  on  two  consecutive  days.  On  rc-inspection  of  tho 
baits  no-takes  were  recorded.  At  the  Council’s  Sewage  Works  twelve  pre-baits 
were  laid  and  none  of  tho  bait  was  taken. 

At  tho  Council’s  refuse  tip  forty  pro-baits  of  sausage  rusk  were 
laid,  on  two  occasions.  This  was  followed  by  forty  baits  of  a  mixture  of 
sausage  rusk  and  zinc -phosphide,  and,  according  to  tho  Ministry  of  Food  tables, 
the  estimated  kill  was  495  rats. 

The  other  infestations  dealt  with  were  of  a  minor  character,  and 
tho  causes  of  infestation  wore  found  to  bo  due  to  defective  drains, 

OFFENSIVE  TRADES. 


The  registered  offensive  trades  arc  one  tripe-boiler,  and  one  rag 
and  bone  dealer. 

The  tripe-boiler’s  premises  arc  situated  at  tho  Council’s  Slaughter¬ 
houses,  and  are  visited  daily  by  tho  Inspoctor  carrying  out  meat  inspection 
duties.  Two  inspections  were  made  of  tho  rag  and  bone  dealer’s  promises,  and 
the  conditions  wore  found  to  be  most  satisfactory.

Tho  bye-laws  wore  contravened  on  seven  occasions,  and  black  smoko 
was  emittod  in  excess  of  the  permitted  time  of  3  minutes,  in  the  aggregate, 
in  a  period  of  half  an  hour.  Immediately  after  the  observations,  tho 
managers  and  engineers  of  the  two  mills  conccmod,  were  interviewed,  and  tho 
result  of  the  observations  were  afterwards  confirmed  in  writing. 

At  one  of  tho  mills,  where  contraventions  wore  observed,  mechanical 
stokers  were  in  the  process  of  being  installed.  Tho  equipment  included  a 
forced  draught  to  each  furnace,  as  this  was  considered  necessary  to  deal  with 
the  inferior  grades  of  fuel.  Tho  enginocr  of  tho  other  mill,  where  tho 
nuisance  occurred,  complained  of  the  inferior  type  of  coal. 

The  department  asked  for  the  co-operation  of  tho  Regional  Fuel 
Engineer,  Ministry  of  Fuel  and  Power.  Tho  Ministry  Department  was  very 
helpful,  and  sent  an  enginocr  to  invostigato  and  give  advico  to  tho  management 
and  engineers  of  tho  two  mills.  As  a  rosult  of  these  visits  a  great  improvement 
was  observed o

Eight  premises  wcro  provided  with  sufficient  sanitary  conveniences, 
and  at  two  other  shops  tho  work  was  receiving  attention. 


Two  applications  wore  roccivcd  for  exemption  from  the  provisions 
of  sub-section  two,  and  the  necessary  certificates  wore  granted,  bccauso 
thoro  v/as  no  available  space  on  the  premises  to  construct  sanitary  conveniences. 


TENTS,  VANS  AND  SHEDS. 

Thoro  wore  no  tents,  vans  or  shods  used  for  habitation. 


PLACES  OF  PUBLIC  MTERTAINHMT. 


Eight  inspections  wore  made  of  theso  premises  under  the  provisions 
of  section  89  of  the  Public  Hoalth  Act,  1936. 

At  one  cinona  the  sanitary  conveniences  were  found  to  bo  in  an 
unsatisfactory  condition,  and  at  a  dance  hall  the  conveniences  providod  were 
insufficient.  Repairs  wcro  carried  out  at  tho  cinema  promises,  and  plans 
were  in  course  of  preparation  for  additional  accommodation  at  tho  dance  hall. 

SCHOOLS. 

Twenty-nino  inspections  wore  made  of  the  sanitary  conveniences  on 
nine  school  promises.  The  sanitary  conveniences  at  six  schools  required  a 
number  of  repairs,  and  tho  standard  of  cleanliness  of  the  accommodation  at 
four  schools  was  low.  The  Medical  Officer  of  Hoalth  was  acquainted  with  the 
conditions,  and  after  ho  had  visited  the  schools  a  roport  was  sent  to  the 
Divisional  Education  Officer. 

Some  of  the  repairs  were  completed  at  the  end  of  the  year,  and  the 
others  were  receiving  attention  by  the  school  authorities.  After  tho 
authorities  received  tho  roport,  there  was  a  gonoral  improvement  in  the 
cleanliness  of  tho  conveniences,  except  at  ono  school,  whero  thoro  was  very 
little  action  taken  to  inprovo  tho  conditions. 


FILTHY  OR  VSIMINOUS  PREMISES 


Thirty-nino  visits  wore  nado  to  filthy  or  verminous  promises. 
Throe  housos  infested  with  bed  bugs,  and  throe  houses  where  fleas  were  found 
wore  treated  with  an  insecticide,  containing  5£>  D.D.T. ,  with  satisfactory 
results. 


It  was  found  necessary  to  recommend  the  Council  to  approvo  tho 
service  of  a  statutory  notice  on  the  occupier  of  one  house,  which  was  in  a 
filthy  condition. 

COCKROACH  INFESTATI ON . 


The  department  supervised  tho  treatment  of  ono  hundred  and  fifty- 
six  houses.  The  rooms  wore  thoroughly  sprayed  with  a  DoD.T.  pyrethrum  emulsion 
and  afterwards  tho  emulsion  was  painted  on  to  the  skirting  boards  and  floors. 

It  was  necessary  in  a  number  of  housos  to  apply  a  second  treatment.  Tho 
result  of  this  mothod  of  treatment  was  most  satisfactory. 

SWIMMING-  BATHS. 

Thcro  is  ono  indoor  and  one  opon-air  swimming  bath.  Five  samples 
of  wator  wore  obtained  for  bacteriological  examination,  and  the  following  wore

Tho  town  is  supplied  from  a  roservoir,  belonging  to  tho  Council, 
situated  at  tho  foot  of  Enbsay  Moor,  and  having  a  capacity  of  175,426,500 
•gallons.  Tho  water  area  is  26-g-  acros,  and  tho  depth  is  56  foot.  The  wator 
is  filtered  and  chlorinated,  and  tho  supply  is  sufficient  for  a  much  larger 
area  than  it  servos  at  present. 

Tho  number  of  housos  supplied  from  public  water  mains  is  4181. 
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Sixtcon  samples  wore  obtainod  for  bacteriological  examination,  and 
four  sanplos  testod  for  plunbo  solvont  action.

HOUSING 
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Tho  work  of  tho  department  in  carrying  out  tho  provisions  of  the 
Public  Health  and  Housing  Acts  continues  to  be  difficult  owing  to  tho 
scarcity  of  building  mato-rials,  shortage  of  labour  and  rising  costs. 

Sone  of  tho  existing  houses  aro  showing  tho  offoct  of  yoars  of 
nogloct  owing  to  the  lack  of  necessary  repairs  and  painting,  and  houses,  which 
prior  to  tho  war,  were  considered  unfit  for  hunan  habitation,  continue  to 
bo  occupied.  Tho  reconditioning  of  existing  houses,  and  tho  demolition  of 
those  that  aro  totally  unfit,  is  a  problon  which  is  becoming  more  serious 
with  the  passage  of  tine. 

Sixty-four  Council  houses  wore  completed,  and  at  tho  end  of  the 
year  contracts  had  boon  lot  for  tho  construction  of  a  total  of  ono  hundred 
and  sixty-four  housos. 

Tho  Council  has  in  operation  a  points  system  for  tho  allocation 
of  houses,  and  no  priority  is  given  to  any  individual  caso.  Tho  points  aro 
allocated  under  tho  following  headings:  living  in  rooms,  period  of  application, 
number  of  children  under  ten  years  of  ago,  period  of  residence  or  work  in  the 
town,  war  service,  medical  cortificates,  bad  living  or  structural  conditions 
and  overcrowding.  Where  a  person  is  suffering  from  pulmonary  tuberculosis, 
and  residing  in  the  same  houso  as  tho  applicant,  in  calculating  overcrowding 
it  is  assumed  that  the  patient  occupies  a  soparate  bedroom.  The  number  of 
applicants  for  Council  houses,  at  tho  ond  of  the  year,  was  461.

Thirty-one  inspections  woro  made  of  cowsheds  and  dairy  premises. 
One  cowshed  was  roconstructod,  and  a  dairy  provided  for  tho  production  of 
tuborculin  tosted  milk.  At  ono  farm  a  now  cowshed  ms  constiucted,  and, 
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at  the  ond  of  tho  year,  plans  v;oro  in  course  of  preparation  for  tho  improve- 
nont  of  tho  buildings  on  another  fam,  with  a  viGw  to  tho  production  of 
designated  nilk.  Tho  standard  of  cloanlinoss  of  tho  cowshods  and  dairies 
was  found  to  bo  gonorally  satisfactory, 

Thorc  is  ono  dairy  which  rccoivcs  nilk  fron  fams  in  Skipton  and 
tho  rural  area,  Tho  raw  nilk  is  pastourised  by  tho  *high  tonporaturo  short 
tino  process*,  and  is  dolivorod  for  consunption  in  a  nunber  of  tho  largor 
towns.  The  plant  is  of  nodern  design,  and  is  capablo  of  doaling  with 
440  gallons  of  nilk  per  hour.  Tuberculin  tested  nilk  is  also  rocoived  in 
bulk  and  bottled  on  the  pronisos. 

A  nunber  of  conplaints  was  received  fron  other  towns  respecting 
tho  quality  of  nilk  fron  this  dairy.  Those  conplaints  woro  immediately 
investigated,  and  sanplos  of  nilk  obtained  for  bacteriological  exanination. 
In  ono  case  arrangenonts  were  made  to  obtain  sanplos  in  Skipton  and 
innodiatoly  on  dolivory  in  another  town,  fron  tho  sano  consignment.  The 
rosults  of  sanplos  takon  at  tho  dairy  were  satisfactory ,  and  at  tho  place 
of  dolivery  unsatisfactory.  On  inspections  this  dairy  was  not  always  found 
to  bo  satisfactory,  but  it  was  felt  that  in  tho  instances  referred  to  tho 
unsatisfactory  quality  was  duo  to  tho  contanination  of  the  nilk  during 
transit. 


Tho  dopartnont  was  dissatisfied  with  the  arrangenonts  nade  for  tho 
handling  and  bottling  of  tuberculin  tested  nilk.  The  management  agrood  to 
carry  out  extonsivo  alterations  to  the  premises  to  comply  with  tho 
roquironents  of  this  department.

Contralised  slaughtering  is  in  operation,  and  the  Council’s 
slaughterhouses  arc  used  by  the  Ministry  of  Food  for  the  slaughter  of  animals 
and  storage  of  foreign  noat.  Tho  neat  is  distributed  to  tho  Skipton  Rural, 
Bamoldswick,  Skipton  and  Earby  Urban  areas.  The  whole  of  tho  inspection  of 
moat  is  carried  out  by  tho  inspectors  of  this  department,  and  tho  duty 
occupies  more  than  half  the  tine  of  one  inspector* 

New  and  improved  accommodation  was  provided  for  the  storage  and 
distribution  of  foreign  noat.  Also,  additional  accommodation  was  made 
available  for  the  slaughtering  and  hanging  of  sheep.

SLAUGHTER  OF  ANIMAIB  ACT,  1933.

It  was  necessary  for  tho  department  to  bring  to  tho  notice  of 
four  occupiors  of  those  premises  the  requirements  respecting  tho 
limewashing,  painting  or  c loansing  of  the  walls  and  ceilings  of  tho 
rooms;  otherwiso  the  provisions  of  tho  Act  wero  being  complied  with, 
Tho  gonoral  standard  of  cleanliness  of  baking  and  preparation  rooms 
was  most  satisfactory.

Tho  standard  of  cleanliness  of  fish  frying  promises  was  found 
to  bo  good.  Tho  rooms  used  for  tho  preparation  of  fish  and  potatoes 
at  two  of  the  establishments  required  linewashing,  and  at  another  of 
the  promisos  there  were  inadoquato  washing  facilities.  Tho  rooms  were 
limewashod,  and  the  othor  requirement  was  receiving  attention.

On  the  inspection  of  these  promises  it  was  found  that  the 
provisions  of  the  Diet  were  being  observed,  except  in  ono  instance,  when 
the  cutting-up  benches  were  dirty  and  dilapidated.  The  occupier  was 
requested  to  provide  new  benches,  and  the  matter  was  given  immediate 
attention. 


(6)  ICE-CREAM. 

The  Ice-Cream  (Heat  Treatment,  etc.)  Regulations  came  into  force 
on  the  1st.  May,  1947.  These  regulations  stipulated  that  all  ice-cream 
intended  for  human  consumption  must  bo  heat  treated  other  than  ice-cream 
produced  by  the  cold  mix  process,  as  sot  out  in  tho  regulations. 

Seven  porsons  are  engaged  in  the  manufacture  of  ice-cream,  viz; 
three  hot  mix  procoss,  and  four  cold  mix  process.  Suitable  plant  to  comply 
with  tho  regulations  was  ordered,  in  1947,  by  tho  manufacturers  engaged  in 
the  production  of  ice-cream,  by  the  hot  mix  process,  and  the  plant  at  two  of 
tho  establishments  has  not  yet  been  delivered.  Buildings  of  a  satisfactory 
size,  and  suitable  construction,  wore  providod  to  accommodate  tho  heat 
treatment  and  cooling  equipment  when  delivered.  The  other  establishment  was 
fully  equipped  with  a  modem  plant.  These  premises  now  comply  with  the 
regulations,  except  for  the  position  of  the  sterilising  plant,  and  better 
washing  facilities  for  tho  staff.  Plans  aro  in  preparation  with  a  view  to 
complying  with  these  requirements. 

Every  attempt  was  made  by  the  manufacturers  to  produce  ice-cream  of 
a  high  bacteriological  standard. 

During  the  inspection  of  promises,  whore  ice-cream  ms  stored  and 
sold,  fivo  were  found  to  have  gas  rings  installed  for  heating  water  for  the 
washing  of  hands,  and  these  were  considered  insufficient.  The  occupiers 
were  requested  to  provide  hot  water  geysers,  and  they  promised  to  comply 
before  the  coming  summer. 
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In  addition  to  the  rocordod  inspections,  special  attention  was 
given  to  the  supervision  of  tho  soiling  of  ice-cream,  from  barrows  and 
movoablo  vans.  On  throo  occasions  it  was  nocossary  to  warn  tho  vendors 
for  having  dirty  hands.  It  was  only  possiblo  to  obtain  four  samples, 
owing  to  tho  distance  of  tho  laboratory,  and  tho  necessity  of  making 
prior  arrangements  for  tho  delivery  of  samples.  On  a  number  of 
occasions  ico-croom  manufacturers  woro  visited  with  a  view  to  obtaining 
samples,  but  thoro  was  no  production  on  those  particular  occasions,
